FOR $5 AUTO LICENSE 


Birmingham, Ala.—Five dollar 
license plates “for all passenger 
automobiles” in Alabama — today 


was the 1947 aim of the Alabama 
Motorists Association, affiliate of 
the Ameriean Automobile Associ- 
ation, 

The plan to give every motor- 
ist in Alabama a license plate for 
the flat fee of $5 came to light 
this week in Birmingham follow- 
ing a meeting of the Alabama Mo- 
torists Association’s Board of Di- 
rectors. The Directors voted unan- 
imously “that the Association ad- 
yoeate and endeavor to obtain an 
Alabama $5 license plate for all 
passenger cars,’ 

President Mark Hodo, of the 
A.M. A,, said, “A $5 license. plate 
will more than cover the debt ser- 
viee on the bond issue for which 
the present high fee was levied. 
Such a flat fee would not imperil 
the matching of Federal Aid high- 
way funds, 

“Approximately one-third of all 
state government taxes are now 
being paid by motor vehicle users 
who also must pay their share of 
the remaining two-thirds, And in 
addition to this heavy tax burden, 
Alabama motorists are loaded 
with local gasoline, taxes imposed 
by eight counties and 172 muni- 
cipalities, Some parts of Ala- 
bama now have the highest gaso- 
line tax in the United States as 
well as having one of the highest 
license plates, Tax relief for Ala- 
bama motorists in the shape of a 
$5 registration fee is long over- 
due.” 

In launching Alabama’s “five 
dollar license plate campaign,” 
President Hodo called on every 
automobile owner in the state to 
“voice his opinion to his repre- 
sentative in the Alabama State 
Legislature.”

TWO KILLED, TWO WOUNDED] BAHAMIAN WORKERS WILL | KINSTON FHA CHAPTER 


IN SHOOTING AFFRAY AT 
OPP IN ARREST ATTEMPT 
(Opp News, August 22) 
Policeman Arnold J. 
Dorman was killed, Policeman C, 
B, Patterson wounded in the left 
shoulder, J. Sasser is dead and his 
brother, Alta Sasser, wounded in 


| the head as result of a shooting 


affray taking place when police 
answered a call to a section north 
of Opp Tuesday night to investi- 
gate a disturbance, 

Chief of Police Porter Moore 
said he was called about 6:80 on 


| Tuesday night and asked to send 


police to a section north of Hurst 
Clinie to investigate a fight and 
general disturbance. Officers Pat- 
terson, Hollis, Whittle and Dor- 
man went, but returned for a 
search warrant, 

At headquarters Alta Sasser ap- 
peared and swore out the warrant, 
it was said, and officers returned 
to the scene and were in the act 
of arrests when J. Sasser, brother 
of the man who swore. out the 
warrant, appeared on the porch 
of the house brandishing a gun, 
He was disarmed and placed in the 
waiting police car along with the 
other prisoners. 

The prisoners were placed in 
the back seat with Sasser on the 
right side, Policeman Dorman of- 
fered to drive and started around 
the front of the car. Officer Pat- 
terson was in the act of opening 
the right front door when Sasser, 
it was said, snatched open the rear 
door next to him, grabbed Patter- 
son’s gun and fired point-blank at 
him, the bullet passing through 
his shoulder, causing a flesh 
wound, 

In attempting to assist Officer 
*atterson, Dorman received a bul- 
let from the blazing gun, said to 
have been in the hands of Sasser, 
the shot entering his right side, 
ranging toward his heart, Dorman 
fired twice at Sasser, both shots 
entering’ his stomach, killing him 
instantly.. 

Policeman Whittle claims he 
was being attacked by several wo- 
men at the time of the shooting 
and was struck across the neck by 
some sort af weapon said to have 
been wielded by a woman. 

After Officer Dorman was shot 
he walked to the front of the car 
and either placed his gun behind 
the license plate or it dropped to 
that position as he fell, He was 
rushed to a hospital at Andalusia 
but was dead upon arrival. 

It is believed by Chief Meore 
that AHa Sasser was struck by 
the bullet that went through Offi- 
cer Patterson’s shoulder.

More than four years after his 
death, new honors may be paid to 
Capt. Colin P, Kelly, Jr, legen- 
dary air war hero of the tense 
days inmmediately after Pearl 
Harbor, | 

His body, now lying in Military 
Cemetery No, 2 at Manila, has 
been positively identified, the War 
Department announced, If his 
widow or his father desires, it will 
be brought back to the United 
States next year for re-burial 
honors authorized by 
Congress and the War  Depart- 
ment for American dead of World 
War If. 

The pilot of one of the few 
American Fombers in the Philip- 
pines able to deal a blow at the 
invading Japanese, Captain Kelly 
met death in the erash of his 
plane while returning from a dar- 
ing raid on Japanese warships. 

He was eredited cautiously by 
the War Department at the time 
with making three direct hits on 
a Japanese battleship of the Ha- 
runa class.

And much 
in the thinking of all America will 
be the right division of the fruits 
of investment of time and money, 
Property rights are fundamental. 
God's word teaches us the proper 
attitude toward our own rights and 
the rights of others; namely, hon- 


esty, yes, just plain old-fashioned 
honesty, 
In such a time, the believer in 


Christ needs to be doubly vigilant 
lest he accommodate his own stand: 
ards of honesty to those of the world. 

1, Honest in Purpose (Exod, 20:15), 

We cannot tolerate anything in 
word or deed that can be regarded 
as stealing what belongs to another. 
The very commandment against 
stealing implies that men have a 
right to that which they have made, 
earned or saved, 

If no one had any property rights 
there could be no stealing. Some ‘of 
our modern political and social isms 
deny such rights, but their reason- 
ing Is clearly not biblical or Chris- 
tian. 

“Thou shalt not steal,"’ forbids ev- 
ery kind of theft, and this includes 
more than robbery or ordinary 
stealing (see Ley, 19;11-13). 

It relates to every kind of false 
dealing with another, such as op- 
pression or the withholding of just 


wages. That, too, is stealing in 
God's sight. 
Perhaps we ought to be more 


specific and apply the truth to our 
own day, Stealing includes such 
things as loafing on one’s job, bor- 
rowing money from the cash draw- 
er, taking goods from the stock with 
which one is working, stealing an- 
other man's sermon and preaching 
it as one’s own, lifting material out 
of another man’s book without cred- 
it, contracting debts which one can 
never pay, using false weights and 
measures, adulterating food or oth- 
er material, ‘‘watering’’ milk for 
sale, selling worthless stock, dodg- 
ing taxes or lying to the tax as- 
Sessor, or using a slug instead of 
a nickel in the telephone to escape 
proper payment. 

One might add gambling (which 
is taking another man's property by 
skill or by chance), making an un- 
duly large profit on the labor of 
another, making money out of the 
sorrows and failures of others, etc. 
To be honest means to be fair, and 
that has broad implications. 

Il, Humble in Practice (Proy. 30: 
7-9), 

It may sound a little odd to hear 
this man pray that he should be de- 
livered from prosperity. To ask to 
be kept from poverty is certainly 
to make a wise request, but to be 
delivered from riches, why that’s 
certainly not sensible. So reasons 
the world, but as usual, it is entire- 
ly wrong. 

Experience has demonstrated 
that the man who has an abundance 
of good things usually becomes self. 
satisfied, assuming that he deserves 
the credit for his affluence, he for- 
gets God, and what had been a good 
and useful life is soon destroyed, 

On the other hand, it is true that 
extreme poverty tends to break 
down a man's morale, Watching his 
family starve is not conducive to 
honesty if a man can lay his hands 
on something to save _ them, 
whether it be his or not, We do not 
justify stealing at any time, but we 
can well understand that starvatien 
can turn the mind of a normal man 
into abnormal channels. 

Ill, Heavenly in Principle (Matt. 
6: 25-28), 

The Bible is concerned almost en- 
tirely with life on this earth. It tells 
us very little about heaven except 
how to go there. But (and here is 
the important point for us just now) 
it does give us laws from heaven 
for life on earth. Our life here, our 
attitude toward property, is to be 
heavenly in principle. 

We are not to be anxious (the 
correct translation of “take no 
thought,"”’ vv. 25, 27, 31) about our 


lil bout food, raiment and other 
net ty things. Proper fore- 
th { is all right, but worry? 


How shall these things be_pro- 
vided? God will provide, Consider 
the birds. Do they have nervous 
breakdowns about where their food 
and shelter are to come from? They 
cannot even pray and they are not 
able to work, and yet God feeds 
them, 

Consider the glory of the flowers 
of the field, for not even a king can 
dress as they. The Lord does it. 
“Are ye not much better than 
they?”’ 

What about the future? It is in 
God's hands, and even if It were 
in our hands what could we do with 
it? Even tomorrow with its needs, 
{ts blessings, its joys and its sor- 
rows is not here yet, and when it 
does come there will come with it 


God's gracious provision (vy, 34).

2, Plant on land where a win- 
ter cover crop was turned in the 
spring before seed matured, The 
land must have veen  fallowed 
throueh the summer, Do not try 
to begin preparing an area now 
for planting—chances are, the 
seed, fertilizer and labor would 
be lost. 

8. Lime, superphosphate, muri- 
ate of potash plus some borax are 
the fertilizers needed. See your 
county agent for exact require- 
ments, 

4, Plant 25 pounds of double- 
inoculated seed per acre Septem- 
ber 1 to 15.
